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BODY FOUND IN MIDDLETOWN WOODS 
Boy, 14, Admits Killing Girl

A 14-year-old Penndel boy confessed today to the 
strangulation of a five-year-old Middletown Town­ 
ship girl whose nude body was found in a wooded 
area a quarter-of-a-mile from her home. 


The boy, Earl Francis Staller, who lives at 573 
Julie Lane with his guardians, Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Haas, was taken into custody at IO:20 o’clock last 
night — exactly the same time the body of Jeannie 
Worthington was found, lying face down, in a 
ravine about 30 feet from the edge of Clay Ave. 


denied he had criminally assaulted the girl, but did 
admit to molesting her, Shook said. 
Shook said the boy enticed the girl into the 
wooded area about two hours after he had given 
her a ride home on his bicycle at 4:30 p.m. 


Between 6:45 and 7:20 p.m., the boy told police 
he went into the wooded area with the girl. He rode 
to the spot on his bicycle, the girl walked to the 
woods, Staller said. 
Scene Of 
Tragedy 


He told police he asked the girl to go into the 
woods to “look at some woodpecker holes in a tree. 
The closest house to the scene was 500 feet away. 
Police said no one reported hearing any screams 
or shouts.” 
Relating the events which led to Middletown 
Township’s first murder in modem days, the youth 
said he accidentally shoved her down and choked

The murder scene was in a lonely wooded area 
in the Langhorne Gables section of Middletown, only 
several hundred yards from the intersection of 
Trenton and Durham Roads. 
The girl, one of four daughters of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Worthington Jr. of 446 Madison Ave., had 
been the object of a widespread search for more 
than two hours by more than 150 volunteer firemen 
and neighbors after she was reported missing by 
her grandmother. 
Middletown Police Chief Howard C. Shook, at a 
news conference at 6:45 a.m. today, said the girl 
had been strangled and apparently beaten. Her 
face was badly battered and bloody when the body 
was found, Shook added. 
An autopsy performed today at Lower Bucks 
County Hospital disclosed that death was caused by 
strangulation and a broken neck. Bucks County 
Deputy Coroner John C. Black said the girl had not 
been raped.

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Senate To Vote On 
Reapportionment 


Many Changes In New Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate moved toward a cru­ 
cial vote today on a non-bind­ 
ing congressional declaration on 
reapportionment of state legis­ 
latures. 
Backers hoped the outcome 
would break a protracted stale­ 
m ate over the issue that has 
delayed adjournm ent of Con­ 
gress. 
Telegrams were sent to ab­ 
sent senators — both friends 
and foes of the substitute pro­ 
posal — to assure a sizable 
turnout. 
The 
showdown 
vote 
was set for no later than 2:30 
p.m. EDT. 
Pending was a proposal ex­ 
pressing the “ sense of Con­ 
gress” that states be granted 
up to six months to comply 
with the Supreme Court’s June 
15 decision that both Houses of 
state legislatures be apportion­ 
ed on a population basis. 
Liberals were optimistic the 
non-manndatory substitute plan 
would win approval and end a 
deadlock that has tied up the 
Senate for 35 days. But they 
cautioned that much depended 
on rounding up absentees. 
Senate GOP Leader Everett 
M. Dirksen, HL, sponsor o' a 
proposal for a m andatory stay 
of the court ruling and avowed 
foe of the substitute, said: ‘‘I 
am predicting that everything 
is unpredictable.” 
Dirksen 
planned 
to

to table, thus kill, the substi­ 
tute. 
In 
a 
dram atic 
turnabout 
Wednesday, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield, Mont., 
abandoned his support of the 
Dirksen-Mansfield 
plan

would suspend implementation 
of the high court’s “ one man. 
one vote” ruling for up to one 
year. 
Mansfield 
said 
the 
Senate 
was stuck on dead center and 
I educed to 
‘‘gross 
impotence 
and to a demeaning futility” by 
the reapportionment fight. 


He said he joined in support­ 
ing the milder substitute in the 
hope that “ the Senate will face 
up to this issue on this new 
basis, dispost of it as quickly 
as possible and bring down the

gress.” 
The substitute was worked 
out after long behind-the-scenes 
negotiations, led by Sen. Clin­ 
ton P. Anderson, D-N.M., and 
other liberals.

China today jeered at a report 
by the Soviet news agency Tass 
that U.S. destroyers sank three 
vessels in last Friday’s Gulf of 
Tonkin incident. 
The United States itself has 
made no such claim, but has 
simply stated that the destroy­ 
ers fired on four unidenified 
and apparently hostile objects. 
The sinking of three vessels

said. ‘‘Tass has said what even
